| Robert E. Lee, attorney for the com- 


uany, whose alias was given as “the 
Earl of Pelham;” J. C. Ingram, secre- 
tary-treasurer, and the corporation 
and its affiliates with conspiracy to 
violate the United States Securities 
Act and to use the mails to defraud, 
was returned by the federal grand 
jury Tuesday afternoon before Judge 
E. Marvin Underwood. 

The indictment contained a partial 
list of more than 600 alleged victims 
of the conspiracy, whose investments 
totaled $550,000. It was admitted that 
this was only a partial list and that 
the total amount invested in American 
Bond & Share and its affiliates may 
run into the millions. 

Lee, listed in the indictment under 
the alias of “the Earl of Pelham” 
because of his claim to descent from 
English nobility, is in federal custody, 
his bond totaling $30,000. Ingram, 
who is at liberty under $500 in a 
state indictment, was to have been 
arrested late Tuesday night. while 
Bradley is the object of a nation- 
wide search by federal agents. 

The indictment charges that sales- 
men for the American Bond & Share 
represented Lee as a lawyer of inter- 
national reputation specializing in fi- 
nancial problems and also told pros- 
pective investors he was a descendant 
of William the Conqueror and in real- 
ity the Earl of Pelham. 

$20,000 Bonds Set. 

Following return of the indictment 
by the grand jury, Judge Underwood 
fixed the bonds of each of the three 
defendants at $20,000. Lee, already 
under arrest on a federal warrant 
charging him with using the mails to 
defraud, was given a preliminary hear- 
‘ing om that charge by United States 
Commissioner James FE. Brown, of 
Newnan, who fixed the attorney's 
bond at $10,000, making a total of 
$30,000. Following the hearing in 
commissioner's court, Lee was return- 
ed to the DeKalb county jail. 

The indictment specifically named 
Bradley, Lee, Ingram, the American 
Bond & Share Corporation of Geor- 
gia, the American Bond & Share Cor- 
poration of Delaware, the American 
Bond & Trust Co. of Delaware and 
American Participations, Inc., of Del- 
aware. 

600 Investors Listed. 

Appended to the indictment. which 
totaled 76 pages, was a list of more 
than 600 investors in American Bond 
& Share of Delaware. The largest in- 
vestor on the list was Mrs. Margaret 
B. Peace, of 126 Palisades road, who 
invested $42,950. A list of 50 major 
alleged victims showed their losses 
totaling $237,600 

The 600 persons represent only a 
portion of the total investors. United 
States District Attorney Lawrence 
Camp has knowledge of one investor 
who put $47,000 inte American Bond 
& Share of whom there is no record 
in the corporation's offices. 

The indictment specifically charges 
that between July 27, 1935, and the 
date the indictment was returned, the 
defendants conspired to violate the 
securities act and also conspired to 
use the mails to defraud. It further 
charges that Bradley, Lee and In- 
gram owned and controlled a majority 
of stock in the American Bond 
Share Corporation of Georgia, 
Claimed He Was Earl.

Alaska to Canada Deer Drive 


Told by Bahr,ExpeditionHead 


Andrew Bahr, Laplander, who is call- 
ed ‘‘the best reindeer man in the 
world’’ and who was sent to Alaska in 
1898" to teach reindeer husbandry to 
the Eskimos, describes here his expe- 
riences in the unprecedented drive of 
rindeer from western Alaska to the 
Mackenzie river delta in northwestern 


Canada. 

The drive, with Bahr in charge, be- 
gan in 1929. At the start, the herd 
numbered 3,442. The reindeer had 
been bought by the Canadian government 
for delivery to the Canadian Eskimos, 
who were facing starvation. The suc- 
cessful completion of the long march 
across the arctic means food, hides, 
harness and clothing for the Cana- 
dian Eskimos and Indians living in 
the wilderness north of the arctic 
circle. 

Babr, whose plane is storm-bound 
in the Mackenzie river country, has 
been in communication with Max Miller, 
who went to Edmonton, Alberta, to meet 
him, Bahr's story is told here by Mill- 
er, the newspaper rzporter who came 
suddeniy into fame with the publica- 
tion of “I Cover the Waterfront,’’ a 
success’ which he has followed with 
other books, the latest being ‘‘The Man 
on the Barge.”’

Ever since September Italy has 
been pouring troops and equipment 
through the Red sea to Erythrea and 
Somililand. In November, last year, 
the king of Italy, His Majesty Vic- 
torio Emanuele, visited the colonies 
and the occasion was made an affair 


of such pomp and circumstance that 
every close observer of the near east- 


ern scene knew at once that the visit 


had a special significance, namely, to 
impress the Abyssinians with Italy's 
might. When you hear the radio an- 
nounece, as I did the other day, that 
Italy has gathered a few divisions in 
her Sicilian depots, but has not dis- 
patched a single unit yet to the east, 
it is to laugh. British officers in the 
Sudan figure that Italy has sent 50,- 
000 men, 250 tanks and assault cars 
and 125 bombing planes out there 
since last fall. 

The British figures are correct. 
Then there has been an unugual ac- 
tivity in Erythrea and _ in ‘Italian 
Somaliland in building barracks and 
hospitals. I know full well that the 
world is half believing that Italy is 
the wronged pafty in this dispute, but 
if you take the trouble to investigate 
what has precedéd the present dispute, 
you might change opinion. And if you 
look at the map and see a place called 
Uala-Uala, you will notice that it lies 
about 100 kilometers inside the Abys- 
sinian frontier. And that is the place 
where Italian troops were attacked 
by Abyssinians. 

So what? The answer is Abyssinia 
has already been invaded,

You Can’t Change a Sheep Into a Wolf, But 


You Can Knock Out the Wolf’s Teeth

An economic scheme is unfair only when it is unnatural. 

Pick up fifty men at random and turn them loose in a primitive land 
‘as raw and rich as America was in the 16th century, where each must 
‘survive by his own exertions, unhelped and unhindered, and no two of 
'them will prosper in the same degree. 

The strong, intelligent and industrious will thrive and the weak and 
‘unfit will perish. 

That may be unfair, but it is the same natural fairness that makes 
one animal a rabbit and another a fox. 

Return these 50 men to a civilized land and they will no longer 
produce the finished products they consume. They will exchange their 
labor for the products of other men, which means that each will render 
some service to society and receive a certain reward. . 

There is an economic law which, if allowed free play, will give to 
each man the reward he is able to deserve. And as each man chooses 
what service he shall render, he also determines in some measure the 
size of his reward. 

lf he chooses to manufacture handmade mouse traps, he cannot 
make $50 a day. The world simply will not pay that much for the num- 
‘ber of traps he can make. They aren’t worth it. 

lf he spends all the year producing five bales of cotton, he cannot 
make $5,000. His product isn’t worth that much to the world. 

His reward is not unfair, for the world gives him what his service 
is worth. If he desires a greater reward, let him learn to rerkler a serv- 
ice that is worth more. ; 

The just complaint of poor men is not that they earn too little, but 
that an unfair system denies them what they earn. — Pes: 

While men grow rich without rendering any service at all, it is ob- 
vious that they are living by the sweat of another man’s brow. Dis- 
cover the sum pocketed annually by those who render no commensu- 
rate service and you have the amount in which the worker is cheated 
of his earnings. 

That is the unfairness of our system. 

Any effort to help the poor by giving them $10 for $3 worth of 
service must fail, for it is contrary to natural law. 

But it is possible to guarantee every man the reward he earns. It 
requires no more than the suppression of those who now exploit him 


and reap where they have not sown.

ALBANY, N. Y:, March 26.—(4)— 
New York courts, burdened with 
heavy calendars, were authorized to- 
day to employ “blood grouping tests” 
as a scientific way of determining

There are certain players who are 
very hidebound in their bidding ideas. 
| Por instance, it is axiomatie that you 
‘can best support your partner's no- 


trump bids when you have a balanced 
'hand with your strength scattered over 
the four suits. There are times, how- 
ever, when it is not only necessary 
_but almost compulsory to raise your 
partner’ notrump bid, even though 
you have a singleton or conceivably a 
void in your hand, when the pfevious 
bidding shows your partner must have 
_the opposing suit well stopped. There 
‘is one player I know who with two 
five-card suits has never been known 
to let his partner play a notrump con- 
tract. This, of course, is the height of

MAYONNAISE MAKERS 
HEAR CODE OFFICIAL 


At the Atlanta Biltmore hotel Tues- 
day leading manufacturers were ad- 
dressed by A. C. Sharpell Jr., of New 
York, assistant to the managing agent 
of the National Code Authority, and 
were urged to assist in a general in- 
vestigation of the south to eliminate 
substandard mayonnaise and salad 
dressing. 

A paste of flour and water, re- 
sembling in appearance both mayon- 
naise and salad dressing but devoid 
of legal oil and egg content, is being 
offered to the public, sometimes la- 
beled salad dressing and other times 
simply labeled dressing,”’ according to 
Mr. Sharpell. 

Such products are prohibited by the 
mayonnaise code as deceiving to the 
consumer from a standpoint of qual- 
ity, flavor and nutritional value. They 
|are in fact so poor that no reputable 
manufacturer would consider manu- 
| facturing them. 

In the past several months, 8&6 vio- 
lations of the code have been reported 
to the code authority. In all but a 
very few instances, such products were 
made by new “fly-by-night” firms and, 
in addition, are distinguishable by ri- 
diculously low prices made possible by 
éliminating a considerable portion of 
the nutritious oil and egg, which have 
made mayonnaise and salad dressing 
the great favorites of the public. 

(;rocers are warned to subject such 
unknown, cheap merchandise to a labe- 
oratory analysis before purchasing. 
Housewives are urged to select their 
merchandise, carefully buying the 
products of reliable manufacturers and 
from reliable grocers; also to beware 
of ridiculously cheap prices. 

Mr. Sharpell pointed out that the 
stable brands are today sold at a 
very low level, considering raw ma- 
terial costs, and give unusual values 
at present prices. 

The manufacturers present were as- 
sured that the code authority would 
| prosecute these substandard cases 
' when determined, to the full extent 
of the law.

Although the market was lower, the 
sluggishness of trading made dealings 
inconclusive.

LIQUIDITY OF STOCKS,
